Duty, without Fraud, to the Proper Officer ; and apparently tends to the 

Ruin of many morc, who Trade in thoſe Cont: moditics, and cannot Uſe 

the 4/armation. 


Becauſe in the preſent Affirmation, We are Obliged to mention the 
Sacred Name of ALMiGnuTY GOD; for whoſe Name We have lo Great 
and Awful a Reverence, that We Conſcientiouſly Seruple ro Ule ir in 
Cates of Evidence, &C. Concciving it to be of an Higher Natere than the 
Simpliciry of Tea, Tea, and Nay, Nay, which Our Bleſſed Lord and Saviour 
JESUS CHRIST Comminded His Followers to Obſerve inſicad of 
an Oath : Thar Simplicicy We are afraid to exceed : Our LORD in this, 
as in other Caſes, deligning to Exalt the Yeracity, and Righteouſneſs of 
the Goſpel, far above thar of rhe Law. 


We beg Leave to Say, Thar We Apprehend the Granting Our Re- 
queſt, will neither make the Government, nor any Perſon We Deal with, 
leſs Secure: For We bclicve Our Selves as firmly Bound in Conſcience to 
ſpeak the 7rath, as any others eſteem Themſelves Oblig'd ro Swear the 
Truth ; and allo, liable ro as Severe Puniſhment from he Great and Fuſt 
GOD, if We Afirm Falſly as they are who Forſwear Themſelves, And 
We willingly ſfubmir ro the ſame Peralttes, if ever any of Us ſhould Fal/ifie 
Our Words, which arc now by Law Inflictd in Cales of Perjury.
